We are grateful that you have remembered the Sabbath to 
Being Shepherded 

As I read today's Bible lessons I am happy and excited. It is reassuring to read the 
familiar story of Mary visiting her cousin Elizabeth; about Elizabeth's baby leaping in 
her womb when he hears Mary's voice. We are assured by this wonderful "proof" that 
our Savior is indeed the Savior, and has been since before time began. 

The Prophet Micah reassures us that Jesus' physical presence on earth was planned 
by God long before He was born. Indeed everything about His birth, life, and death was 
planned and foretold. The Father was in control of His life. 

Are we really comfortable with this much control in our lives? The familiar words, 
"O Shepherd of Israel, You who lead..." that appear often in the Bible in several 
different ways, are very comforting. It's wonderful to know that God is here for us at 
all times. All we have to do is ask, and He will lead us, take care of us and show us the 
way. He sent Jesus to die for our sins. All we have to do is follow God's Word and Je- 
sus' teachings, accept His forgiveness, and we are saved. 

Do I want to be led around all the time, and pushed from behind like a sheep? 
Let's face it, sheep are really pretty stupid! They will, if left alone, stay put until all 
the grass and roots are eaten, not having brains enough to move on their own until 
their pasture is ruined beyond repair. I'm not so happy being compared to a sheep! I'm 
not sure I need that much "help" with my life. After all, I'm an intelligent, educated 
adult. 

When I stop and think about my life: my sins, my failures, my temper, my un-God- 
like behavior; I think maybe I am just like a sheep-not too bright. Maybe I don't know 
when to move on, or where to go, or how to ask for forgiveness, or even how to work in 
a group to praise God. Even my resentment is a sin - a separation from the God who is 
so loving and gracious. God, who is so wonderful to me, knew long before I was born, 
that I would need a Savior. He sent His Son for me. 

When I stop and think of the difficult life and horrible death that Jesus had on this 
earth, I am even more ashamed and driven to my knees in repentance for my many sins 
and in gratitude for my many blessings. Like Mary I need to sing out loud, "For He has 
been mindful of the humble state of his servant. My soul glorifies the Lord and my 
spirit rejoices in God." -Sharon Kirby-Cole
